A GOOD LA W U P H E LD . 
The supreme court of Ohio has de­ 
clared the so-called anti-lynching law 
constitutional and in full effect. “Click” 
Mitchell, a negro, was lynched at Ur­ 
bana June 4, 1S97. 
His adm inistra­ 
tor, Benjamin Church, brought 
suit 
against the commissioners of 
Cham­ 
paign county to recover the sum of 
$5 ,000, under the special statute mak­ 
ing the county liable in such cases. He 
was given a verdict for $5,000, the 
am ount allowed by law, and the de­ 
cision has now stood the test of all 
the courts of the state. 
The people 
of Ohio are not 
much 
addicted 
to 
lynching, and the practice is not like­ 
ly to grow. 
Still it is highly Import­ 
ant to have a law on the 
statute 
books calculated to check the fury of 
mobs, by reminding citizens and tax­ 
payers that lawlessness must be paid 
for and that they must bear the ex­ 
pense. The argum ent that touches 
the pocketbook is a most influential 
one with many men. We regard the 
Ohio antilynching law as an em inent­ 
ly wise and just one, and rejoice that 
it has stood the tests of the courts. 
It is one that Texas and Arkansas 
and Kentucky and a dozen other states 
m ight copy with benefit to themslves. 
Its strict enforcement would at least 
convince men of intelligence of the 
folly of countenancing and encourag­ 
ing lawbreaking.

A GOOD LAW U PH ELD . 


The supreme court of Ohio has de­ 
clared the so-called antilynching law 
constitutional and in full effect. “Click” 
Mitchell, a negro, was lynched at Ur­ 
bana June 4, 1897. 
His adm inistra­ 
tor, Benjamin Church, brought 
suit 
against the commissioners of 
Cham­ 
paign county to recover the sum of 
15 ,000, under the special statute m ak­ 
ing the county liable in such cases. He 
was given a verdict for $5,000, the 
am ount allowed by law, and the de­ 
cision has now stood the test of all 
the courts of the state. 
The people 
of Ohio are not 
much 
addicted 
to 
lynching, and tho practice is not like­ 
ly to grow. 
Still it is highly import­ 
an t to have a law on the 
statute 
books calculated to check the fury of 
mobs, by reminding citizens and tax­ 
payers that lawlessness must be paid 
for and th at they must bear the ex­ 
pense. 
The argum ent that 
touches 
the pocketbook is a most influential 
one with many men. We regard the 
Ohio anti lynching law as an eminent­ 
ly wise and just one, and rejoice that 
it has stood the tests of the courts. 
It is one that Texas and Arkansas 
and Kentucky and a dozen other states 
m ight copy with benefit to themslves. 
Its strict enforcement would at least 
convince men of intelligence of the 
folly of countenancing and encourag­ 
ing lawbreaking.
